Showing Large Loss 
O-f Revenue Here

Beach may get their "slice" of I 
revenue from the $200,000,000 ] 
beach oil pool, after all. i 

A.ssemblyman Thomas Kuchel ^ 
of Anaheim today informed The 
Journal in a wire from Sacra- 
n.ento he is preparing an amend¬ 
ment to Governor Merriam’s bill, 
providing for 2 per cent royalties 
to Huntington Beach and 2 per 
cent to the county if the oil pool 
is thrown open to drilling through 
bids. 

Sleeiier Protests 

Meanwhile another q u e .s t i 0 n 
came into the situation. 

"Why .should the state pick on 
Orange county." queried Assessor 
James Sleeper today, "when Santa 
Barbara and Ventura counties 
liave oil well.s out in the ocean, and 
I am informed are paying only 5 
to 6 per cent royalty. There have 
been oil well.s in the ocean in San¬ 
ta Barbara county for years—why 
make fish of one county and flesh 
of another?" 

State royalties totaled $665,826 
for the year period from March 1, 
1935 to March I, 1936—money of 
i which the county didn't get a cent, 
j Sleeper pointed out. If the coun¬ 
ty and Huntington Beach had been 
able to as.sess that money, they 
would have received $91,578.71. he 
I said. 

"Should Get Busy” 

The .state would get a similar 
amount each year—probably more, 

; he said, under Governor Merriam’s 
I hill, and Orange county would get 
I nothing. 

j "The taxpayers of Orange coun- 
1 ty,” Sleeper .said, "should get busy 
with their senator and representa¬ 
tives and demand that Orange 
county gets a fair deal in this oil 
controversy."

FIOO^FUND 

Congress Yet to Pass 
On Appropriation for 
County Work 

President Roosevelt placed hi.s 
stamp of approval on Orange 
county’s $15,000,000 water pro¬ 
gram late yesterday. 

And by so doing, the President 
left but one more strand of na¬ 
tional red tape to be cut before 
construction work on the great 
flood control and water conserva¬ 
tion program can be started. I 
By recommending to congress 
that an appropriation of $30,000,- 
000 be made for the next fiscal 
year to start flood control projects 
authorized in an omnibus act last! 
session, the President asked that j 
funds be allocated for the Orange | 
county project for work on the 
first year of the program. 

Ineliided in Bill 
Orange county’s program, on 
which the government will spend 
about $13,000,000, is included in 
the omnibus act approved by con¬ 
gress at the last session. 

The action of the President fol¬ 
lowed recommendation earlier this 
week by Major General E. M. 
Markham, chief of the U. S. army 
board of engineers, that congress 
appropriate $1,676,000 to launch 
construction work on the Santa 
Ana river flood control program, j 
The $1,676,000 will be used for 
the work in the first year of con¬ 
struction, as was announced ex¬ 
clusively in The Journal. 

The .suggested $30,000,000, of 
which the President estimated 
$20,000,000 would be spent in the 
year beginning next July 1, was 
part of a total of $143,322,101 rec¬ 
ommended for flood control and 
rivers and harbors improvements I 
throughout the nation. 

Congress Must Approve 
Aside from Orange county put¬ 
ting up from $1,500,000 to $2,000,- 
000 to secure rights-of-way, all 
that remains now in the way of 
legal steps before the water pro¬ 
gram is set to go is that the actual 
appropriation be made by con¬ 
gress. It is expected that this 
will be done in the near future, in¬ 
asmuch as the last congress ap¬ 
proved the omnibus act.

The board of supervisors must yet 
call a bond election to raise money 
for purchase of rights-of-way. The 
amount of this election will de¬ 
pend on whether or not the coun¬ 
ty must pay for relocation of the 
railroad and highway in the Prado 
reservoir site. 


25,000 NAZI 
TROOPS AID 
FASaSTS 

Thousands Land Daily 
In Morocco; Germany 
Has 3 Objectives 

GERLIN. (jPi—P rivate German 
sources declared today Reichs- 
fuehrer Adolh Hitler has told 
Spanish Insurgent General Fran¬ 
cisco Franco to capture Madrid 
by Jan. 15. They asserted th® 
Nazi chancellor has sent between 
15,000 and 25,000 volunteers to 
the Fascist commander’s aid and 
spent $180,000,000 to help the in¬ 
surgents. 

Thousands of German and Ital¬ 
ian troops were reported today to 
be laiiling at the Spanish insur¬ 
gent port of Cadiz. 

The strictest secrecy prevails 
and the city, 60 miles from here 
on the western coast of the penin¬ 
sula’s tip, has become the mystery 
port of Europe. 

3000 to Land 

Steamers reported landing larg« 
numbers of "volunteers” to sup¬ 
plement Gen. Francisco Franco’! 
insurgents Fascists, fly no flags 
from their masts and their bows 
are bare of names. 

The stalwart looking foreigners 
disembark wearing brand new uni¬ 
forms of the Spanish insurgent 
Foreign Legion. 

At almost the moment they set 
foot on Spanish soil, reports said, 
they are crowded into troop trains 
and rushed to Seville. 

Reports that 8000 more German 
troops are expected to land at 
Ceuta, Spanish Morocco, tomor¬ 
row, heightened concern tonight 
lest quick French intervention be 
necessary in the insurgent-con¬ 
trolled African sector. 

Three Objectives 

Hitler hopes to gain three ob- 
jective.s, informants said, in re¬ 
turn for participating in the 
! "Spanish adventure.” They were 
reported as: 

1. Colonies, lost after the World 
war. 

2. Mining concessions in Spain 
or its posse-ssions. 

3. Economic aid from other 
European powers. 

Despite official denials' of Ger¬ 
man assistance ot the Spanish 
Fascists, the oft-repeated assertion 
that at least 15,000 men have gone 
to the civil war occurs with 
montoonous regularity. 

The repetition is broken only by 
those persons, whose information 
has proved reliable in the past, 
who set the estimate as high aa 
25,000.

About 10,000 are soldiers of the 
Reich, these persons asserted. The 
j rest, they said, are labor and 
j youth organizers, together with 
I some miners dispatched to work in 
Uie manganese ore mines in Mo¬ 
rocco and Spain. 

Generalissimo Franco, in need of 
reinforcements to culminate the 11 
week siege if the capital with vic¬ 
tory, has asked for a minimum of 
70,000 men, informed persons 
stated. 

I Gen. Wilhelm Faupel, Nazi am¬ 
bassador to the Spanish Fascist 
government, was reliably reported 
to have expressed the opinion not 
less than 130,000 men could insure 
an insurgent triumph. 

430,000,000 Marks 

Gen. Franco balked at destruc¬ 
tive attacks on Madrid, at first, al¬ 
though his guns and planes have 
renewed their assaults recently 
without regard to Fascist prop¬ 
erty inside the city, the private 
sources asserted. 

The estimate of German expend¬ 
itures in the Spanish civil war was 
made by an informant in a posi¬ 
tion to know because of his con¬ 
nection with authoritative sources. 

The cost, he said, was approxi¬ 
mately 450,000,000 marks and was 
approved only after Nazi leaders 
felt some certainty they were on 
the winning side in the domestic 
conflict. •

San Francisco and I^s Angeles 
counties today had followed the 
lead of Orange county in confis¬ 
cating thousands of dollars' worth 
of marble pin-ball machines in 
sheriff's raids. 

One hundred and fifty punch- 
boards, marble, and slot machines 
valued at .$10,000 were seized by 
the sheriff’s vice detail in Lx)S 
Angeles yesterday, following sim¬ 
ilar raids in San Francisco Thurs¬ 
day in which more than 100 mar¬ 
ble games were confiscated by city 
and county authorities. 

The seizures, in which Orange 
county led the way among counties 
of the state, followed a demand by 
Attorney General U. S. Webb that 
gambling be cleaned up in Cali¬ 
fornia, At a recent conference 
with peace officers in San Fran¬ 
cisco, Webb said the marble games 
were illegal and also said confisca¬ 
tion of the machines was an entire¬ 
ly legal way to rid the counties of 
them, rather than going to the ex¬ 
pense to taxpayers of long and in¬ 
volved prosecutions over each 
machine. 

If the owners believe the ma¬ 
chines are legal, Webb pointed out, 
they must file .suit a.gainst the con¬ 
fiscating officer for return of the 
devices. That would bring a tost 
of the machines' legality into 
court. 

Sheriff Logan Jack.son has seized 
half a dozen machines in the 
county, and hundreds of other de¬ 
vices have been reported wired 
shut.

NEW YORK. W)—Charles H. 
Babb of Glendale, Calif., one of 
the country’s leading brokers and 
exporters of used airplane.s, dis¬ 
closed today the story of frantic 
Spani.sh buying of aviation equip¬ 
ment here until the neutrality law 
was passed. 

“Through our own authentic un¬ 
derground channels,’’ he said, “I 
learned that the Madrid govern¬ 
ment, fearing the rebels would 
take the country and .seize admin¬ 
istration funds as loot, sent $400,- 
000,000 to Paris for one rea.son — 
to buy airplanes, arms and am¬ 
munition. 

“The money, now being spent 
from Moscow, Paris and London, 
is being administered by agents 
eager to buy anything faintly re- 
■scmbling arms and ammunition. 
Only through spending do they 
get their commi.s.sions, and they 
spend without regard for price.” 

.Aii.vthing Goes 

Asserting that he has never 
sold a military plane, although 
the largest exporter of used com¬ 
mercial ships in the country, Babb 
declared brokers here received 
innumerable requests for informa¬ 
tion on available planes “with 
price no object, immediate deliv¬ 
ery imperative, and conditions of 
airplane given no consideration.” 

“Those who took advantage of 
conditions to .sell anything they 
could get off the ground for these 
prices are newcomers to this field 
of aviation," Babb .said. 

He said the neutrality act, “if 
improperly administered and un¬ 
clarified,’’ might harm America’s 
aviation industry from the small 
brokerage businesses up to devel¬ 
opment of commercial and military 
ships. 

Hurt Aviation 

“On the whole,” he said, “I 
think a real neutrality act is es¬ 
sential to the country, regardless 
of who.se bu.sines.s it affects. This 
law, however, should have been 
specific in its definition of instru¬ 
ments of war. Under the act all 
of our 1935-36 exports of .$16,000,- 
000 worth of aviation equipment, 
largely commercial, would be in¬ 
struments of war. 

“As the law stands, it may hurt 
development of American aviation, 
manufacturing and sales.” 

He said that the present law 
would hold sellers of airplanes 
abroad responsible for the ulti¬ 
mate destination of ships regard¬ 
less of to whom they were orig¬ 
inally .sold or for what purpose. 


“If, for instance,” .said Babb, 
“I sell a ship to one of my buyers 
in Mexico, who I know used other 
planes purely for commercial pur¬ 
poses, and he later proves unable 
to resist the attractive prices being 
offered by the Spanish government 
for any type of .ship, I am held re¬ 
sponsible for his .sale.” 

He .said world affairs have cre¬ 
ated a tremendous market for 
American airplanes abroad. 

“Part of the demand is created,” 
he .said, “by the fact that Euro¬ 
pean airlines have sold every bit 
of available equipment to Spain 
and are trying to replace that 
equipment.” 

Babb said that in anticipation 
of restrictive legislation, several 
large airplane manufacturers have 
sold manufacturing rights to Can¬ 
adian manufacturers, and that the 
more libera! laws of Canada have 
resulted in recent great enlarge¬ 
ment of airplane factories there.

attitude toward him. The <loctor 
lia.s .stated that if he i.s convicted 
of contempt charges he will go to 
jail before he will pay one cent of 
a fine which might he a.ssessed 
against liim as a result of a con¬ 
viction. What tile result to the 
Townsend movement might he if 
he i.s given a jail sentence can only 
he conjectuied; hut one thing is 
probable, that it would not he 
harmful. With the public already 
generally miiuieil with tile bciicf 
that he lias been the victim of in¬ 
justice, his incarceration might fan 
the .sparks of interest in his move¬ 
ment into a flame of conviction 
and determination on the part of 
other millions of citizens to come 
to its aid. 

It is fortunate that the date of 
his trial has been set -so early. A 
decision a.s to his guilt or inno¬ 
cence should he reached quickly. 
Such a thing happening in the ear¬ 
ly part of the 75th congress, no 
matter wliat the verdict, will help 
to focus public attention on the 
Town-send annuity bill awaiting 
legislative action. The storih of 
protest toward congress that will 
re-echo from the nation if any 
drastic verdict is rendered, com¬

Already there are signs that the 
present congre.ss will give great 
consideration to possible means 'ny 
which rc-employment might bo 
given by private industry instead 
of by subsidized agencies. The 
public knows that the social se¬ 
curity mea.sure is more of a future 
remedy than a prc.scnt one. It 
does not meet the needs of the 
present unfortunate unemployed, 
nor can it in the near future. It 
places an added burden upon pri¬ 
vate industry through added taxes 
anti withdraws from the now em¬ 
ployed a portion of their .spending 
power. Its natural re.sult i.s to 
decrease the volume of money in 
circulation, which in turn de- 
crea.ses the volume of the nation’s 
business, with consequent greater 
difficulty to private business to 
furnish the needed employment. 

The Townsend plan bill will ad¬ 
vocate an opposite method. It will 
place a tax upon business trans¬ 
actions, but the money so taken 
will be immediately returned to 
the channels of trade through en¬ 
forced .spending. It will add to the 
volume of money in circulation 
and to the aggregate of business 
done, it will boom consumption 
and the increased demand will

BURNS OF MAT FAME DIES

‘Farmer' Met 6000 Rivals 


COUNCII. BLUFFS. la. I2P) - 
Death removed Martin (Farmer) 
Burns, dean of professional wrest¬ 
lers. from the American sports 
scene last night. 

Although nearly 77 years old. he 
still offered to meet all comers! 
until hi.s health failed a few J 
months ago. He died at his daugh¬ 
ter’s home. 

Burns had been connected with 
the wrestling sport, as performer 
and trainer, more than a half cen¬ 
tury. He was holder of the world’s 
heavyweight championship from 
1895 to 1898 and discovoroi' and 
tutor of Frank Gotch, one of the 
nation’s greatest wrestlers, who 
retired as undefeated world cham¬ 
pion. 

The “farmer," a cohriquet he ac¬ 
quired when a gangling youth of 
19, won the world’s heavyweight 


title by tluowing the original 
Strangicr (Evan) Lewis in Chiea- 
go. He lost it to Tom Jenkins. 
Then and later he was legitimate¬ 
ly a light-heavyweight, never 
having weighed more than 180 
pounds. [ 

He claimed the light-heavy- | 
weight title even before hi.s heavy- ! 
weight champion.ship days, and 
held it until 1911 when it passed 
on to Freddie ueel. 

During his career he engaged 
in approximately 6000 bouts, 
claiming to have lost only seven. 
It wa.s his boast that he taught 
3000 men to wiestle. 

Burns’ neck and shoulder mus¬ 
cles were so well developed that 
as a carnival stunt he would take 
the regulation drop with the hang¬ 
man’s noose around his neck, and 
engage spectatoi’s in conversation 
while suspended.

Control of Flood Water 
Planned by Highway 
Budget for 1937 

SAN JUAN CAPISTRANO. — 
Ronioval of the death trap where 
swirling flood waters annually 
threaten motorists at Galivan 
crossing’ six miles North of Capis¬ 
trano. is contemplated by state 
highway officials, it was an¬ 
nounced here today. 

Approximately $25,000 will be 
spent for protection of the strip of 
road where torrents of mud and 
water sweep across the highway 
from nearby hills, according to the 
state highway budget fm the 
biennium. 

Many motorists have been 
threatened by floods during rainy 
seasons, residents claimed, as flood 
waters from Bear creek and their 
cars destroyed or badly damaged. 

Work by the state highway de¬ 
partment will consist mainly of 
correction of drainage, and will 
cover a distance of about six miles, 
from Ran Juan Capistrano to the 
Galivan overhead crossing. 

Another highway project of in¬ 
terest here is resurfacing of near¬ 
ly two miles of Ortega highway 
east of this community. Cost of 
the work has been set at $45,000. 
The highway will be widened for 
that distance from the mission 
village, it was reported.

(An inNlKht into the early life of AKnet* Sinedley, reported in ('hinebo 
dUpatoheN us beinK a power in the C’onununibt movement in northwest 
China, is given in the following story.) 
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By ROGER D. GREENE 


NEW YORK. (A>l—Heralded as 
a power in forging a new Commu¬ 
nistic empire in north China, 
Agnes Smedley, Oklahoma-born 
writer and champion of “down¬ 
trodden masses,” troubled United 
States authorities on both sides of 
the continent during the World 
war. 

Now in her early forties, the one 
time American girl who may be¬ 
come a virtual “White Empress” 
over yellow skinned millions was 
twice Indicted by federal grand 
juries. 

On March 27, 1918, she was in¬ 
dicted in New York for violation 
of the war time espionage act, 
held on $10,000 bail, and lan¬ 
guished in Tombs prison for three 
months before the case was drop¬ 
ped for lack of evidence. 

Fraud Attempt 

Those were the jittery spy-scare 
days, and age-yellowed newspaper 
accounts of the case relate that 
Miss Smedley’s “crime” was al¬ 
leged responsibility for the publi¬ 
cation of an alleged "German-in¬ 
spired” book entitled “The Isolation 
of Japan in World Politics.” 

Again on June 11, 1918, a federal 
grand jury in San Francisco in¬ 
dicted her—this time on a charge 
of attempting to defraud President 
Woodrow Wilson through repre¬ 
senting herself as a member of an 
accredited mission to the United 
States from the nationalist party 
in India. 

Federal agents, who said she 
was known as Mrs. Agnes Brundin 
in San Francisco, accused her of 
complicity in a wild-eyed plot to 
free India, cause friction between 
the United States and Japan, and 
bring about a i alliance between 
India and Bolshevist Russia. 

Again the charges failed to jell. 

Slieets on Beds 

Her life story, through the early 
formative years, was depicted 
in her autobiographical novel 
“Daughter of Earth,” published in 
1929—the chronicle of a girl who 
was born in an unknown village 
in Oklahoma and who grew up on 
a bleak and poverty-ridden farm in 


Missouri, moved to the far west 
in a covered wagon, and drifted 
through the raw western mining 
camps and lumberjack towns of 
the roughneck era. 

She was a big girl before she 
ever learned that some people slept 
between sheets and had forks at 
meal times. 

The daughter of an itinerant 
miner, she taught school to hard 
boiled miners at the age of 14, 
went to California to go to normal 
school, and eventually came to 
New York—to join the “Bohemian 
colony” then flourishing in Green¬ 
wich Village. 

Two Novels 

Miss Smedley went out to China 
in 1928 and worked for five years 
as a correspondent of several In¬ 
dian papers and of the German 
newspaper "Frankfurter Zeitung.” 

In two further novels, “Chinese 
Destinies” and “China’s Red Army 
Marches”—which were acclaimed 
by New York critics but never 
achieved the popularity of best¬ 
sellers—she portrayed the bitter 
struggle of China’s peasant mil¬ 
lions against so-called capitalistic 
overlords. 

Now reported as playing an Im¬ 
portant role in a Communist move¬ 
ment enlisting 2,50,000 armed Chi¬ 
nese, Miss Smedley has long been 
an arch opponent of Gen. Chiang 
Kai-Shek, whom she charged was 
more interested in wiping out the 
Communist forces in China than 
in fighting Japan. 

“The Red army,” she said, on a 
visit here in 1934, “is the soul of 
China. 

“From a poor, bedraggled, rag¬ 
ged, ill-equipped fighting force go¬ 
ing to battle often with only 
stones, sticks and spears, the Red 
army is now a beautifully trained 
body of almost 400,000 regulars 
with 600,000 irregulars. It is un¬ 
beatable, as Chiang Kai-Shek has 
learned. He has marched from de¬ 
feat to defeat.”

I When Doing 
Exercises

Glance over the list of good re.s- 
olutions that you have made for 
the new year and underscore the 
one that says, at least in effect, 
"I will take enough exerci.se .so my 
figure will not look like an over- 
stuffed pillow.” 

Use an open door with a sturdy 
doorknob on each side for one 
good exercise. 

Stand, bend torw'ard from the 
waistline, your feet an inch or two 
from the edge of the door. Now 
reach back and take hold of a 
doorknob with each hand. 

Holding firmly, gradually 
straighten up, rolling each veit"- 
bra along the edge of the door un¬ 
til you are standing erect and your 
spine touches all the way up. Re¬ 
peat several times, then walk 
away from the door, holding the 
po.sition. You will be a bit stiff at 
it at first, but you will soon lim¬ 
ber up. 

Here's another one that is good 
for thighs and waistline. Stand 
with your left side to the closed 
door, one hand resting on the 
j knob for support. Raise your 
I right leg out and up at the side 
until it is at right angles to the 
body. Hold a minute, lower and 
repeat briskly 10 times. Turn 
around, resting your other hand 
on the doorknob and raise the left 
leg. 

Next face the door—have it 
open for this one - grasp the knobs 
with both hands and lean forward 
slightly, kicking first one and then 
the other leg back and up as far 
as you can. 

If there are bulges around your 
waistline try some bending and ro¬ 
tating exerci.ses. Here’s a good 
one but it isn’t as easy as it 
sounds. 

Stand with your feet about 16 
inches apart, your spine straight, 
your hands reaching for the ceil¬ 
ing. Now let yourself become 
limp from your hips up and bend 
forward, your fingers trailing on 
the floor if they reach that far. 
Now twist your body to the left, 
backward, to the right and down 
again, keeping the muscles in your 
arms, shoulders and upper back 
relaxed. The waistline muscles 
.should do all the work. 

Repeat only two or three times 
at first, increasing the number of 
rotations as your mu.scles become 
stronger.

Fifteen-Year-Old Girl Raises Question of 
Whether to Drink and Smoke

Every mother, every person, whether he be man or woman, who 
is interested in the future mothers of our race, should pause and ponder 
over this letter I received today from a 15-year-old girl: Dear Miss 
Stoddard: 1 am a steady and Interested reader of your column and 
have decided to come before you and your readers with a problem that 
is facing my mother and me. I 
am a girl of 15 and have steadily 
run around with a crowd of young 
boys and girls who smoke and 
drink like most kids of our age. 

My mother knew that I drank a 
little, but just lately scolded me 
when she found out that I smoked. 

She considers it a crime to smoke. 

Am 1 committing a crime in 
smoking as long as I keep my 
cigarets away from my home? 

And is there anything that my 
mother can do to prevent me from 
smoking ? 

Please, Miss Stoddard, I'm ask¬ 
ing for advice of you and your 
leaders concerning this question 
that is debated in many families 
besides my own. Sincerely, 

TROUBLED FIFTEEN, 


You’ve placed before me a diffi¬ 
cult task, my girl, because there is 
so much I would say to you, but 
since I must wiile it, instead of 
placing a kindly arm about you 
and telling you personally, you are 
apt to think that I am preaching. 

If I should tell you a true story 
I wonder if it would help? A few 
years back, I called upon quite a 
young woman in the women’s 
quarters in jail. When .she was 16 
she went in the company of some 
of her boy and girl schoolmates to 
a "bootleg” joint "just to see what 
it was like,” That night she 
smoked her fiisl cigaret. She 
smoked several and she didn’t es¬ 
pecially care for the "smelly 
things" but all the other girls and 
women were smoking so she did it, 
too, because she wanted to be pop¬ 
ular and smart. 

She continued to go with this 
crowd whenever she could, often 
deceiving her parents about where 
she went. In six months’ time she 
was smoking a package of cigar¬ 
ets a day, often going without her 
lunch to pay for them out of her 
allowance. 

Then she needeti moic money 
than her parents would give her 
for her school allowance and not 
only once but several times, she 


stole a dime here and a nickel 
there from the family purse and 
out of the pockets of her relatives. 

When her mother and dad 
learned the whole truth, in an ef¬ 
fort to save her they had her 
placed in a private girls' home. 
Suddenly deprived entirely of her 
"smokes," .she became desperate, 
ran away and hitch-hiked to a 
nearby city. She sought new 
friends in questionable places and. 
of course, found them. She got a 
few days' work now and then at 
anything she might pick up. 

Some of her new “friends” 
turned out to be pickpockets and 
thieves. They were all under 23 
years of age and when they wel¬ 
comed her into their inner circle 
•she joined them. The amateurs 
planned to burglarize a drug store 
in a residence section. The two 
girls, dres.sed in boys’ attire, as¬ 
sisted, They were almost success¬ 
ful, and what do you think the 
girls' payoff was to have been ? 
Four cartons of cigarets! 

This young woman has quit 
smoking. When she learned who 
I was .she said: "Miss Stoddard, a 
cigaret in a place where I .should 
not have been led me here. When¬ 
ever you get the opportunity, not 
only advise, but warn young girls 
not to start smoking. It’s a filthy 
habit and an expensive one, and It 
doesn’t do anyone any good. Had 
I only have paid attention to my 
mother when she said, ‘Anything 
that does no good does some 
harm.’ ” 

I agree with your mother, Mi.ss 
Fifteen, about cigarets, but I dis¬ 
agree with her when she thinks it 
is all right to drink intoxicating 
beverages. Of the two evils for 
young people, I think the latter 
far the worse. 

There are many, many boys and 
girls of 15 who do not smoke and 
drink and they aren’t prudes or 
sissies, either. Why not get away 
from the crowd you are in and 
seek the companionship of some of 
these 7

'Friendship' Sunday Will Be 
Observed by Unitarians 


“International Friendships” Sun¬ 
day will be observed by Unitarian 
churches and other religious lib¬ 
erals throughout the world tomor¬ 
row, according to an announce¬ 
ment made today by the Rev. Julia 
N. Budlong, pastor of the local 
Unitarian church. 

Her topic in observation of the 
day will be “Religious Liberalism 
in Other Countries and Other 
Faiths.” 

“.411 of the great faiths of the 
world are giving birth to a new 
point of view in religious thought,” 
she said today. “It is known as 
liberalism, and is born of the im¬ 


pact of modern knowledge upon 
ancient forms of s'iperstition and 
ancient dogmas bo>— of less en¬ 
lightened ages. All these move¬ 
ments are linked into an Interna¬ 
tional Congress of Liberal Relig¬ 
ion, with headquarters in London. 
Their common work, their com¬ 
mon beliefs, and the international 
friendship their communion signi¬ 
fies, will be considered throughout 
the world tomorrow.” 

This address will take the place 
of a talk on recent experiments 
in mental telepathy which had 
been announced for tomorrow’s 
services, and which will be given 
the following week. 


This week wo look at the fa¬ 
miliar story of Nicodemus coming 
to Christ, as recorded in the Gos¬ 
pel of John. 

Nicodemus was one of the 70 
elders of the Sanhedrin, each of 
whom was called a ruler. His 
coming by night has caused lots 
of speculation, but that is not 
vitally important to me. What 
is important, is that he came. 

Jesus evidently anticipated his 
question, and answered it even 
before it was asked, by saying 
“Except a man be born again he 
cannot see the Kingdom of God.” 

This was as difficult for Nico- 
riemus to understand as it is for 
people of today. It was difficult 
to separate the physical from the 
spiritual, and that difficulty still 
exists. The physical still hinders 
in our understanding of spiritual 
truths. 

But just becau.se we do not un¬ 
derstand is no reason for not ac¬ 
cepting. For example, we all use 
and enjoy electricity and radio, 
yet who understands them? With 
all our boasts of science, there is .so 
little we really understand. Je.su.s 
illustrated this with as simple a 
matter as the wind. We all be¬ 
lieve in the wind, we know it 
blows, but we know not “whence 
it comelh or whither it goeth.” 

So Je.su.s told Nicodemus we 
must be “born again” with new 
life. Heredity, environment, edu¬ 
cation, reformation, culture, etc., 
arc fine, but without life we are 
dead- and Christ said “I am the 
way to truth and the Life.’ ” 

So. as it has been said that 
“Water is not made pure merely 
by painting the pump,” man’s 
inner life must be tran.sfornied by 
a new life, and that life is Christ.

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It Can Happen Here 

S UPERINTENDENT of Schools Frank Henderson cer¬ 
tainly led with his chin when he ordered Mrs. Golden 
Weston to boot Lecturer Lewis Browne off the program 
of the department of adult education. 

He left himself open to the charge of suppressing 
liberal ideas. And the charge is being widely made. 

Mr. Henderson was well within his rights, of course, 
in striking Browne from the list. It’s part of his job to 
check the speakers. 

But the odd thing about the removal of the most 
popular (and unpopular) lecturer ever heard here is the 
way the school heads applied the shush-shush treatment. 

« « * 

Here’s the whole story—and it’s an open secret: 

When Browne spoke here last year, he handed a few 
bouquets to Russia. This was a bad slip. 

It happened at the peak of the anti-Red crusade which 
Willie Randolph Hearst was fanning up in order to sweep 
Franklin D. Roosevelt out of the White House and into 
the port of forgotten men. 

A lot of good people got excited over the remarks. 
Brown was accused of being a stark, raving Bolshevik. 

Several well-meaning citizens whose dander was way 
up tried to gag Browne then and there, but public opinion 
wouldn’t stand for it. Most people didn’t think he was a 
Communist, anyway. 

But this year, when it was learned that the adult 
education department planned to bring him back, a num¬ 
ber of those prominent and worried individuals called or 
the school boss and read the riot act. 

The contract was cancelled. I 

And the newspapers dug up the story. 

* * * 

Just between us, we can’t find any evidence that 
Browne is a Communist. 

His speeches and his books don’t show it. 

He has a few radical and new ideas, no doubt—but 
so has President Roosevelt—and look what the people 
did for him last November! 

Browne’s stuff, in fact, seems rather tame compared 
to a lot of the campaign speeches. 

It’s almost like the federal forum talks. 

Although his speech last year started a public row 
because of the Red scare—it didn’t seem to leave any 
permanent scars on the community. 

Business kept right on as usual—even got better. 

Boys and girls continued to salute Old Glory and 
sing America in school. 

And none of those grown-up folks who heard Browne 
started throwing bombs or waving red flags. 

* « « 

Most folks will be sorry if this censorship idea gets 
a foothold in the adult education department. Adults are 
supposed to be able to hear facts of life straight from the 
shoulder—without going to pieces. 

Censorship of all things new or different is certainly 
not in line, moreover, with the best thought in education 
or with the ideals of American democracy. 

Education should enlarge a man’s mind with new 
facts and ideas. 

And patriotism—the American kind—should encour¬ 
age the liberty guaranteed in the Declaration of Inde¬ 
pendence and the Constitution. 

Let’s have the truth—for the truth shall make us 
free! 

And now that the anti-Red hysteria is fading some¬ 
what, many fine organizations and leaders are affirming 
this stand. Among them most of the Protestant churches, 
all worthwhile educational societies and the national com¬ 
mander of the American Legion. 

* • « 

The Journal has no personal interest in Mr. Browne 
or his ideas. Far from it. 

But we do think the majority of people believe in 
free speech and want to examine new ideas whether they 
agree with them or not. 

And that Santa Ana citizens would rather see the 
Stars and Stripes floating over their school buildings 
than the Swastika. 

Now that the marble machines are closed up, 
how do you place your money on Supervisor West’s 
endeavor to get the rest of the board to adopt his ^ 
set of resolutions? 

No Need for Child Labor

I am convinced that nationwide minimum standards 
are necessary and that a way should be found promptly 
to crystalize in legal safeguards public opinion in behalf 
of the elimination of child labor. 

There’s very little opposition left to the law. But 
even in Orange county we sometimes read articles which 
attempt to justify child labor on the grounds of i 
economics! 

As if there weren’t enough unemployed men and ' 
women ready and willing to do all the labor needed in 
the world without putting harness on the youngsters! ^
